The Parish Council is carrying on the work of the Parish Meeting, 
and at its first meeting the following matters were discussed: 


(1) Bridle paths and footpaths to Dry Drayton and Lolworth. 

(2) Provision of a new notice board near the shops. 

(3) The Parish Council has joined the Cambridgeshire and Isle of Ely 
Association of Parish Councils. This gives it access to the 

Quarterly review of the Naticnal Association, which will keep it up to 

date with, for example, changes in the law affecting Parish Councils. 

(4) The Parish Council is seeking information from the Developers about 
their future plans. Any plans which the Developers submit to the 

County for approval will be inspected by the Parish Council on behalf 

of the Village. 

(5) The Parish Council meetings will be announced in advanced, and will 
be held on the fourth Wednesday in the month (except August), at 

8 p.m. in the School. Members of the public may attend these meetings, 

but may not speak or take part in them.

Association meetings of one kind or another occur regularly in the 
Village - currently, as well as the monthly meeting of your Committee, 
sub-committees, for the Fete on lst September (Bank Holiday Nonday), 
and for social activities generally, meet regularly, and there has 
recently been a General Meeting, with a very full house, in the school. 


We hope to provide regular reports of each Committee meeting 
(sub and full), but for this issue it is probably better to combine 
the meetings of the Committee on 9th May and the General Meeting on 
16th May, since both discussed much the same matters.

So far as the Newsletter is concerned, John is to have complete freedom 
as to contents, format, and what-have-you - basically his only instruction 
is to produce it monthly. 


On the purchase of freeholds from 1972 onwards, the Committee is 
to seek professional advice on the likely cost for a typical leaseholder 
and let you know the result - they propose to wait, however, until 
amending legislation now before Parliament ceases to be a Bill and 
becomes an Act. 


Expert advice, for onward transmission to the Developers, is 
also being obtained on the TV signal network - apparently the inter- 
mittent problems here arise not so much from the wiring system as from 
the equipment used to put the signal into sets and boost it into each 
portion of the Village. 


The making up of the Dry Drayton bridleway is being dealt with, 
as is the reinstatement of the Lolworth footpath, by the Parish 
Council, and the Committee are seeking a link path, free of steps, 
for Otter Close, and the completion of other link paths. 


A careful eye is being kept on the making of an application for 
a "scheme of management" for Village amenities under the Leasehold 
Reforn Act, within the statutory time limit which expires at the end 
of 1969. This, and other questions as to social amenity facilities, 
sare closely linked to the Trust. We are assured that they are receiving 
the active attention of the Developers' legal advisers, but time is 
passing quickly and we hope that the Trust, or at least a temporary 
management body, will soon be formed. Rodney Dale is to meet the 
Developers early in June for preliminary discussion of many matters, 
and we hope to arrange for a General Meeting at which there can be an 
exchange of views on the present and future of our Village. 


Moneywise, subscription income is unlikely to do more than cover 
costs of administration, printing, etc., and the question of finance 
is due for discussion at the next General Meeting on 25th July - and 
at two Committee meetings before then. Much discussion at the last 
General Meeting centred on the pros and cons of free membership of the 
Association for all residents, with some form of regular fund-raising 
or a commitment to a levy as required, suggested as alternatives to 
an annual membership fee. 


Our present money position, with about £170 in the bank at the date 
of the General Meeting, is less healthy than the figure suggests, since 
most of this arose from, and should be earmarked for, the provision of 
social and recreational facilities. Some has already gone to provide 
flags for the Scouts, and as a loan to the badminton players to enable 
them to buy a net, posts and racquets. Subscriptions will have to be 
sought and paid for the current year anyway, because re-shaped rules 
cannot be discussed and agreed before 24th July, and they will have to 
be adopted at the next quarterly meeting - which could conveniently be 
the Annual General Meeting - in October or November. 


In a nutshell, much discussion, much decision, and much action now 
to be taken, principally by your Committee and officers, but you will be 
kept informed of progress, and if you want to know anything, or if you 
want something done - ASK A MEMBER OF THe COMMITTEE.

Bar Hill Pre-school Playgroup 


The Playgroup has just celebrated its first birthday. It was 
started by a group of mothers meeting on 23rd May 1968 and deciding that 
a Playgroup was urgently needed at Bar Hill, and appointing a committee 
to see what could be done about getting one started. Everyone present 
donated 2/6 to enable us to join the Pre-school Playgroups :issociation. 
The remaining few shillings were used to start a fund-raising effort for 
all the equipment needed. As we were unable to get any financial help 
from the local authorities, it depended on us to find the money. 


We were lucky enough to persuade the Education Authority (with 
Mr. Norton's help) to rent us one of the emply classrooms in the new 
school, and it was agreed that the Playgroup could open on 1st October. 
This gave us approximately three months to raise money. 


By the hard work and enthusiastic support of our members we have 
to date raised approximately £130. I think all those involved in our 
various activities have enjoyed themselves. I remember especially 
evenings spent painting and gluecing Christmas decorations to sell ona 
stall in Cambridge market last November. Husbands were left minding the 
children, as we left at 7.0 a.m., armed with thermos flasks of coffee, 
to take up our stand in the market! 


Our Playgroup is admirably run by Janet Hook with a rota of mothers 
to help her each day. Because we are now employers, our poor Jreasurer 
has to battle with insurance stamps and S.E.T. In fact our income and 
expenditure during the first year amounted to just over £400. 


I should like to take this opportunity of thanking everyone for 
their support, especially Mr. Norton for his help and co-operation, and 
all my fellow committee members, without whose hard work the first year 
would not have been so successful. ‘
